vegal writers have been fuffered to. arraign the condus of feve- 
ral perfons of she higheit*rank in thar YErvicc, namely, Vice- 
Admiral Harrfiok, the Rear-Admirals Rich Vt and Van 
Kraynea, and Captain Story 5 that the fame writers were per- 
miited lait year to attack Admiral Zoutman, who has fiuce gi- 
veo fuch diftinguifhing marks of his courage and prudence ;

On to-morrow evening, the 5th inftant, the Sun and Adon will 
fet together. —About 5 o'clock sof that evening, Jupiter and 
Sutura will be very otar to ercorher inthe South, Welt, near 
the horizon. This will .be: the lalt night, for a long ‘period, 
that Jupiter will fet befure Satusn;. for, in the courfe of the 
nignt, Jupiter will be in conjunétion with Saturn, and nearly 
pafs him. stv 

On the next evening, Wedneflay 6th inftant, Saturn will 
have exchanged fituations wah Fuprter, and after thdt evening 
wili appear on the ipectator’s myhr band, *Saturn, apparenuy 
more North in latitude, will be feen foimewhat bigher in the 
heavens than Jupiter ; whereas, had theig planets been in equal 
degrees of latitude, Saturn would have been eclipfed by Jupi- 
ter on Wednefday. From that ume, Satarn will continue in- 
creafing his appareat diitance from Jupiier 3, but they will be 
{een together, in aay of the large telefcopes of the Oblervatory, 
till the middle of next month. 

During this week, while thefe planets are fo near, all their 
Sutellites will be alfo feen at the fame time, and theif variations 
and eclipfes obfervable. In the moath of December, they will 
be fo near the Sun, that the Satellites become iavifible. To- 
morrow evening, all the Satellites of Fupiter will be very near 
one another on his ealt fide. Next.evening, two of them will 
be on the welt fide ; the three fuceeeding evenings will have 
their diftances increafed ;-and, oa Saturday gth infant, they 
will be at their greateit apparent diftance, On the 7th, the 
firft Satellite will be on Fuptter’s faces and, on the 8th, the 
third Satellite will be in that ftation. 

On Friday the 8th initant, the DZoaz ‘will pafs between the 
planets ot ‘Jupiter and Saturn aad the horizon 


On Tuefday the 12th infant, there will be a Travft of the

Ashe formerly 
faid, he can vouch for all the other tcilimonies from the Fa- 
thers, quoted by him, having sead and confidered shem and 
their connections in the original fources, and faithfully copied 
them therefrom. In place of thef: two,. which (as faid in his 
fetter) he copied at fecomd hand, (fee the Afercury of 16th 
current) he now fubftitures four, fome time ago copied by him 
from the original authors. Socrates [lib. 4. hilt. cap. 30. ] 
fays of Ambrofe Bithop of Milan, ‘* that he was elected by the 
«common fuffrage of all.””. Another inftance of popular clec- 
tion is to be feen in Eufebius, [De Vita Confant. lib. 3. cap. 
60. 61.] when Enftathius was chofen at Antioch, Another 
at Alexandria, in Evagrius, [lib. 2. cap. 5.} Laftly, he ap- 

als to the conceflions of Bellarmine, not a Father, but a 
Yerned enemy to popular election. [Vid. Oper. Bellarm. in 
artic. de Céericis.]

Philanthropos farther begs leave to obferve, that the qaota- 
tions from the Fathers, on which he declared, in his letter, 
that he laid the ftrefs of his argument, are yet untouched.

Philanthropss congratulates Philakites upon their agree- 
ment as to the main point, the riz its af the peoples As to the 
objection, of applying the common principles of both to a effa- 
blifhment, he will oaly fay, that he owns that the political con- 
nection of a Church with the civil ftate, is too often a {pecial 
caufe of her degeneracy ; bat then an eltablihment can never 
make any corruption to be no corruption : That the neare? an 
eftablithed religion comes to the apottotic Randard, the better :
